First Romulus Marine in Somoiia

The first Romulus Marine 
has arrived in Somalia to ass- 
ist in the massive food distri- 
bution effort for thousands of 
starving Africans. 

S. Michael Lee Smith called 
his Romulus home on Dec. 7 
and said sadly “Mom I won’t be 
home for Christmas. I just got 
orders to go to Somalia.” 

Joelene Smith said the call 
saddened her a bit, because 
she felt strongly her 23-year- 
old Marine son, (who had only 
recently returned from Kenya) 
would be home with the family 
this holiday season. 

Michael is slated to be dis- 
charged in June 1993, she said, 
so he was “surprised” when 
his Marine commander in- 
formed him and others at 
Camp Pendleton in California, 
that he was being sent back to 
Africa. 

Asked what her son’s big-

gest worry was going to 
Somalia, she said, “He is con- 
cerned most about the health 
conditions the Marines will 
face there.” 

As a mother, she in turn is 
deeply worried about the me- 
dia reports of the young rene- 


gade gunmen riding about 
Somalia, chewing drugs and 
firing their automatic weapons 
in a reckless manner. 

A second son, David L. 
Smith, age 25, also will be mis- 
sing the Christmas celebration 
this year as he is undergoing 
specialized training with the 
Air Force in Oklahoma. 

“David wrote to us in No- 
vember and informed us he 
wouldn’t be home this holi- 
day,” the disappointed mother 
said, “but we felt at least Mic- 
hael would make it home.” 

Smith won’t be home alone 
for the holidays even though 
her two oldest sons are away in 
the military. 

“We’re planning an old 
fashioned Christmas with our 
other four children,” she said 
proudly, “and looking forward 
to June or July 1993 when we 
will have a major homecoming 
party, Christmas and Thanks- 
giving all in one.”

Airport growth 
options grow

Wayne County Deputy Exec- 
utive Michael Duggan told Ro- 
mulus City Council members 
Monday night that he hoped to 
be back to Romulus this sum- 
mer with detailed plans on air- 
port expansion, unless Wayne 
County commissioners “do 
something crazy.” 

Duggan, without public no- 
tice, appeared at the Romulus 
City Council meeting to reveal 
various plans Wayne County 
has at Metro Airport, if the $3 
passenger facility charge is ap- 
proved by the Wayne County 
Commissioners. 

At meeting time, county 
commissioners still had not 
approved the ticket surcharge 
that is projected to add $30 
million annually to the airport 
coffers. 

The surcharge has already 
been approved by the Federal 
Aviation Administration and 
needs only the county ap- 
proval to allow the $3 fees to 
be collected as early as Jan. 1, 
1993. 

But a political battle has de- 
veloped between County Exec- 
utive Ed McNamara and 
county commissioners as 
threats and doubts of such a 
quick approval continued to 
be placed before the press by 
political insiders. 

Duggan, armed with three 
maps relating to newly created 
Metro Airport flight patterns, 
said plans are under way to 
give Romulus homeowners im- 
pacted by future airport 
growth three options. 

The options include: 

• Property bouts by the air- 
port. 

• Home sound-proofing at 
the expense of the county. 

• A 10-year property assur- 
ance period during which time 
the airport would compensate 
affected homeowner’s for any 


sales price loss if it was caused 
by airport issues. 

Duggan’s stop in Romulus 
was one of about a dozen he is 
making before communities 
affected by the airport expan- 
sion and noise issues. 

The recently approved FAA 
flight patterns which divides 
take-offs over a wider area will 
have little impact on Romulus 
residents, Duggan said, but it 
will aid Dearborn and New 
Boston residents who were 
suffering from a disproportio- 
nate percentage of flights 
daily. 

“The new flight patterns 
(similar to the test ones used a 
year ago) have created an 80 
percent reduction in com- 
plaint calls," he said. 

Is everyone happy? No. 
Will we ultimately be able to 
make everyone happy? No,” 
Duggan said. 

“But Wayne County and air- 
port officials are working hard 
to make sure that since most 
communities receive eco- 
nomic benefits from the loca- 
tion of the airport, all should 
also share in its noise prob- 
lems,” Duggan explained. 

Duggan provided a printed 
breakdown on cost plans for 
the $750 million airport expan- 
sion program. 

He also promised to supply 
a color-coded map to the city to 
help explain to local citizens 
who might be covered under 
the triple financial offer the 
county is making. 

Since the map was 
computerized, Duggan said, it 
is not definite which Romulus 
neighborhoods would be in- 
cluded at this time. 

Among the plans unveiled 
for the Romulus City Council 
were: 

• $88 million is> being allo- 
cated for purchase of homes, 
soundproofing of homes and

The Associated News- 
papers bid was $4.26 per col- 
umn inch compared to the 
News Herald bid of $450.

Wick students aid 
local fire victims

A Romulus family that has a 
history of aiding others under 
distress, received assistance in 
kind recently after their home 
was badly damaged by fire. 

On Oct. 25 a fire damaged 
the home of Larry and Pat 
Flank on Herman Street in Ro- 
mulus. The family, including 
5-year-old son, Robby, were not 
at home when the fire which 
cost them most of their per- 
sonal possessions, occurred. 

Robby is a kindergarten stu- 
dent at Wick Elementary 
School and as news of the trag- 
edy spread throughout the 
school, the staff and students 
decided they wanted to help. 

Sixth graders under the di- 
rection of their teacher, Diane 
Golka, composed and then 
typed a letter of appeal on the 
Flank family’s behalf and sent 
it home with all the students. 

The students also created 
boxes for cash donations to the 
family and visited each class at 
Wick School to personally col- 
lect the gifts. 

In addition, the students at- 
tended a parent and teacher 
conference and made them 
aware of their fund drive ef- 
fort. 

Michael Lee, one of the stu- 


uents, explained that he en- 
joyed helping out in the effort, 
because “it’s fun to help 
others.” 

The students also arranged 
to have the message broadcast 
on the school public address 
system. 

According to school secre- 
tary Carol Bales, “Students, 
their parents and others con- 
tributed clothes, furniture and 
other types of articles that the 
Flank family lost in the fire. 

“The irony is that the Flank 
family for years adopted an- 
other family to help out with 
Christmas gifts,’’ Bales said, 
“so it is fitting that they be 
aided in their time of need.” 

As a climax to the fund 
drive, Pat Flank was invited to 
a school “shower” at which 
time the financial donations 
and other gifts were presented 
to the family. 

Any future gifts for the 
Flank family can be channeled 
through Wick School staff 
members, teacher Sharon 
Popek said. 

The Flank family is cur- 
rently living with young 
Robby’s grandmother in Ro- 
mulus. 

Pat Flank expressed her 
family’s gratitude to all those 
who have aided them since the 
fire damaged their home. 


Neighbor found guilty 
in double slaying 


A 67-year-old Huron Towns- 
hip man who shot to death two 
neighbor women was found 
guilty on two counts of first- 
degree murder in Detroit Re- 
corder’s Court. 

He will be sentenced on 
Jan. 7. The penalty for first- 
degree murder is life im- 
prisonment without parole. 

James Elwood Brooks ad- 
mitted to Huron Township po- 
lice that he killed his next- 
door neighbors, Susan Pittman 
and Christine Puckett, on May 
5. 

He was also convicted of 
committing a firearm felony 
during the five- week trial. 

Brooks and the two women 
had long-standing disagree- 


ments centering around a pri- 
vacy fence the women were 
constructing between the two 
properties. 

According to testimony in 
Recorder’s Court, Brooks ac- 
cused the women of building 
the fence on his property, and 
threatened them with a shovel 
handle. One of the women be- 
gan taking photographs of 
Brooks and the other called 
the police. By the time the po- 
lice arrive, eight minutes later, 
the two women were dead. 

Brooks was said to have 
fired at them from his side 
door and then approached 
them to shoot again at close 
range

Westland Fire Department 
officials were still unsure 
Monday morning how an 18- 
month-old boy fell 30 feet into 
a racquetball court at the 
Melvin G. Bailey Recreation 
Center early Sunday after- 
noon. 

“We are only offering spec- 
ulation at this time,” said Bat- 
talion Chief George Riley. “It 
appears as if the child was be- 
ing watched by a young girl 
and that the girl lifted the 
child up to the 4-foot ledge of 
the wall. 

“Apparently the child was 
watching the activity on the 
racquetball court and fell into 
the netting on the court The 
netting pulled the anchors 
from the walls and the child 
fell into the court," Riley said. 

Westland fire department 
personnel immediately re- 


cal spine brace and trans- 
ported to St. Mary’s Hospital in 
Livonia. 

Doctors at St Mary’s Hospi- 
tal stabilized the toddler and 
then he was transported by he- 
licopter to Mott's Childrens 
Hospital in Ann Arbor. 

“He is currently in the pedi- 
atrics intensive care unit, and 
is in serious condition,” Riley 
said. 

At the time of the incident, 
the child’s parents were shop- 
ping at Twelve Oaks Mall in 
Novi. 

“As soon as we had him in 
the ambulance someone was 
trying to notify the parents 
who were shopping.” 

Riley believes the child sul 
fered serious neck and head 
injuries. 

He also stated that the child 
and his parents are residents 
of Commerce Township. 


British veteran cited

William Francis Andrews, a 
93-year-old English Army vet- 
eran of World War I who died 
Thanksgiving Day, was cited 
with an official memorial reso- 
lution last week by City Coun- 
cilman William Wadsworth. 

Wadsworth said Mr. An- 
drews always was very proud 
of his English Army experi- 
ence. This past July 4, Wad- 
sworth revealed, he asked Mr. 
Andrews if he was going to at- 
tend the Veterans Monument 
dedication. 

Mr. Andrews, whose health 
had begun to fail, said, “If you 
think the only English veteran 
in Romulus is going to miss 
this adventure--you are mis- 
taken.” 

Wadsworth also credited 
Mr. Andrews, who was his 
neighbor, with being one of the 
main persons who talked him 
into running for the City Coun- 
cil post the first time. 

“But with his death, I didn’t 
lose a political supporter, I lost 
a real friend,” Wadsworth said. 

William Andrews was born 
on Oct. 12, 1899 in Cornwall, 
England. He came to the U.S.

by boat in 1919. While working 
at the Ford Motor Co.’s River 
Rouge plant years later, Wad- 
sworth said, Mr. Andrews be- 
came acquainted with 
company founder Henry Ford 
and proudly displayed a photo 
in his basement for years of 
Ford and himself. 


In the past Mr. Andrews was 
active with the local Kiwanis 
Club (was a former club presi- 
dent) and the Senior Citizen 
Center. 

Personally, he loved to do 
crossword puzzles, his wife 
Rhada, a retired Barth Ele- 
mentary School teacher, said 
and easily completed them al- 
most to the end of his life. 

She said her husband loved 
his garden, particularly since 
his retirement One of his fa- 
vorite garden varieties was 
gooseberries grown from 
plants he purchased in Can- 
ada, she said. They reminded 
him of his old lifestyle in Eng- 
land. 

“We have been neighbors of 
the Wadsworth’s for about 17 
years,” Andrews said. “In fact 
they gave him one of their cats, 
Noline.” 

Mr. Andrews also is sur- 
vived by two daughters, De- 
borah Andrews and Evelyn 
Korri; a son, Howard (Jean) 
Andrews of St. Clair; four 
grandchildren, and two great- 
grandchildren. 

The funeral was at the 
Crane Funeral Home and in- 
terment was in Michigan Me- 
morial Park of Flat Rock.

Senior citizens who attend 
the Westland Friendship Cen- 
ter have been given the oppor- 
tunity to see life through the 
eyes of a child. 

Students who attend Titus 
Elementary School in West- 
land are participating in a in- 
tergenerational project which 
was devised by fifth-grade 
teacher Carolyn Washington. 

Washington came up with 
the idea of having students 
and senior citizens get to know 
each other by corresponding 
as pen pals. 

“I wanted any child to be 
able to have letter-writing sails 
and have someone to work 
with,” Washington said. “I also 
wanted them to have someone 
who would write back to 
them.” 

Another reason for starting 
the program was to give the 
children someone else in their 
lives with whom to share their 
experiences. 

“Whenever you walk

“I wanted pen pals, but I 
didn’t want peer pen pals, but 
I wanted to make sure it would 
be with someone they could 
develop a relationship with,” 
she added. 

Last week the senior citi- 
zens and students met at the 
Friendship Center so that the

senior citizens could choose 
their pen pal students. All of 
the students’ names were 
placed in a box and one-by- 
one the senior citizens chose a 
student by pulling his or her 
name out of the box. 

Then each student met one- 
on-one with their pen pal and 
had lunch together. 

•‘It was really a tender 
time,” Washington said. “Some 
seniors brought picture al- 
bums in and showed students 
their pictures.” 

One of the students brought 
a pad of paper for her senior 
pen pal in case her pen pal 
didn’t have any paper, Wash- 
ington said. 

“The seniors were really ex- 
cited and the students were re- 
ally excited," Washington said. 
“When we got back to the 
classroom the students wanted 
to start writing their pen pals, 


but we had planned to wait un- 
til after the holidays.” 

The students will write to 
their intergenerational pen 
pals twice a month, according 
to Washington. 

Washington added that the 
project wouldn’t have been 
possible if it wasn’t for the 
help of Senior Resources De- 
partment Director Sylvia 
Ko 7 orosky-Wiacek. 

“It’s a really nice program,” 
Kozorosky-Wiacek said. “This 
will help eliminate the genera- 
tion gap and the students will 
be able to relate to older peo- 
ple " 

Kozorosky-Wiacek said that 
approximately 38 senior citi- 
zens will participate in the 
project. 

Washington has 34 students 
who are participating.

Two Romulus men are ex- 
pected to appear in Recorder’s 
Court this month to face 
charges of armed robbery. 

Shane Bisson, 19, and 
Jeffrey Sucharski, 22, ap- 
peared for an examination 
Dec. 14 before 29th District 
Court Judge Carolyn Arch- 
bold, and the $25,000 cash 
bond for Bisson and $50,000 
cash bond for Sucharski was 
continued. 

The men are accused of ro- 
bbing the Dairy Mart on Wayne 
Road at 12:25 p.m. Dec. 5, ac- 
cording to Wayne police Lt. 
Mel Drews. 

“The arrests were made by 
officer Dan Sanford after he 
was given a description of a ve- 
hicle traveling near Van Born 
and Wayne,” Drews said. “The 
suspect was stopped at Bev- 
erly.” 

The two suspects allegedly 
demanded cash from the cash- 
ier at Dairy Mart, and a gun 
was implied, according to 
Drews. 

No injuries occurred. Suc- 
harski has an extensive record 
for armed robbery, according 
to Drews. 

If both Romulus men are 
found guilty of armed robbery, 
they could spend up to life in 
prison for the felony offense, 
according to Wayne police.

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Mixed emotions 

The photographs have moved us to tears. 

The reports of the devastation, cruelty and starvation of 
tiny children and adults in Somalia is disconcerting and 
distressing. No one can help but be moved by the plight of 
these innocent, dying people. 

We’ve looked into the eyes of mothers facing the pros- 
pect of their 1&- year-old sons traveling halfway around the 
world to perhaps die at the hands of some other mother’s 
son. We’ve shared her fear and her terror that her beloved 
child whom she has nurtured and loved for all of his brief 
life may be killed or hurt. 

This is a tortuous situation in which we cannot seem to 
find the right or the wrong. We know that these people 
must be helped. We also know that we do not want young 
Americans to die. 

As the military forces land in Somalia and begin the 
humanitarian effort to pave the way for food and relief to 
these mistreated and starving people, we feel both relief 
and dread. 

Will young Americans give up their lives in this effort? 
What effect will this separation have on some of these 
soldiers as they are separated from their families? How 
will the sights and horrors they are inevitably going to 
witness change them. 

One thing is for certain. Not one of those men and wo- 
men sent to Somalia will return unchanged by what they 
will see and experience. Not one of them will come home 
with the same attitudes about life, responsibility and ser- 
vice. This effort to help save these people will have a far 
greater cost than many have yet contemplated. 

We do not criticize this effort. We cannot bear the 
thought of one more child dying in the street of starvation, 
withered and bloated. We do not question the motives or 
the need for help in this situation. 

The cost, however, may be greater than even antici- 
pated. 

It is a worthy and necessary effort. But we cannot forget 
the fear in the eyes of the mothers whose children have 
had to forego the end of their adolescence to protect the 
basic human rights of others. 

There is no easy answer to this one. 

An interesting 
turn of events 

The recent angst and anger expressed by many old-line 
military men regarding the inclusion of gays in the service 
is most interesting. 

We find it of some note that these men, whom we’ve 
noticed seem to be of nearly any age and demeanor, do 
share a common trait. 

They all seem to be share a great many of the character 
and personality traits as the men recently involved in the 
“Tailhook” scandal where a multitude of Air Force pilots 
found great sport and enjoyment in sexually harassing 
several female members of the organization during a con- 
vention. 

We’re continually amazed that these same individuals 
are now protesting the possibility that they could become 
the target of the sexual interest, comments, or attention to 
which they have subjected women for years. 

They protest that those of an alternative sexual prefer- 
ence might force their attentions on others, that their in- 
clusion in the military would impact negatively on morale 
and that the confidence and trust of those serving their 
country would be eroded by sharing quarters with those 
whose sexual preferences might not match theirs. 

What they will not acknowledge is that it has been hap- 
pening for decades, they just didn’t know it. Gays in the 
military kept their own counsel and did not discuss their 
sex lives or pretended to have a more conventional inter- 
est to avoid iust such prejudice. 

The sexual preference of an individual should not have 
any impact on their chosen career. If the personal life of 
any individual interferes with their job performance or 
their career choice, that is a matter to be dealt with on an 
individual basis. 

We suggest that it be respected as a private, individual 
matter and be handled with some dignity. These days, the 
military could use the change.

Suicide 

alternative offered 

To the editor: 

Is it true that eveo 1006 who 
faces a life-threatening illness 
must endure endless pain and 
suffering? If you’ve been read- 
ing the newspapers or watch- 
ing television these past two 
years, you might have come to 
that conclusion. After all, we 
are constantly being bom- 
barded by headlines about Dr 
Jack Kevorkian and physician- 
assisted suicide. 

1 am deeply concerned 
about the cumulative effect of 
such media attention on “un- 
controllable" pain and the sui- 
cide option, the clear message 
being conveyed is that pain 
will be unavoidable when a 
person has a serious or life- 
threatening illness, such as 
cancer This is simply not true. 
Nearly all pain can be ade- 
quately controlled. 

One aspect of modern medi- 


cine that has received little at- 
tention in this country is 
palliative care, which focuses 
on making the patient as com- 
fortable as possible through 
state-of-the-art pain and symp- 
ton control. Although pallia- 
tive care is a medical specialty 
in Europe and is documented 
in medical journas here, rela- 
tively few professionals in this 
country actively practice it or 
know when to make referrals 
to those people and organiza- 
tions that do. As a result, indi- 
viduals who are seriously ill 
are forced into feelings of in- 
adequacy (“there’s nothing 
more we can do...”) and hope- 
lessness. 

There are, however, alteran- 
tives to Dr. Kevorkian and to 
pain and suffering. One is Hos- 
pice. 

Hospice care is not exciting 
or glamorous and it rarely 
makes the evening news. But 
for thousands of patients and 
their families each year who 
face a life-threatening illness, 
it is a viable, ‘cost-effective, 
life-affirming option; an alter- 
native that enables individ- 
uals to complete their life with 
grace, dignity, and comfort. 

Misconceptions about Hos- 
pice abound - is it a beautiful 
building in the country of 
what? Hospice actually refers 
to a way of caring for people in 
which the emphasis is on mak- 
ing the individual as comfort- 
able as possible, through 
palliative techniques, rather 
than attemption to cure the ill- 
ness. Most care takes place in 
the comfort and privacy of 
one’s own home. 

Hospice was begun in Eng- 
land by Dame Cisley Sanders 
in 1967. The concept then came 
to America in the 1970’s. One 
unique aspect of Hospice care 
is that it addresses the physi- 
cal. emotional, social and spir- 
itual needs of both patient and 
family. By including the family 
in the care plan, Hospice is 
able to provide many benefits. 
For instance, we often see 
monumental work done by the 
patient and family to break the 
bonds of issues that have been 
around for years. 

When pain is adquately con- 
trolled, patients can focus 
their attention on quality of 
life issues and hope, rather 
than feelings of despair. In this 
environment, patients can 
pass along the wisdom, love 
and heritge of their life to fam- 
ily members This process of 


reminiscing presents an ideal 
opportunity for the family to 
tell the patient how much he 
or she means to them. In turn, 
patients know they are valued 
and that their life has meant 
something to those who matter 
most. 

A tremendous amount of 
hearing between patient and 
family occurs when they are 
able to talk freely about the 
approaching death. By ad- 
dressing issues of grief and 
loss, the family builds a great 
deal of inner resources for 
support during the ensuing 
grief process. The sense of 
“closure” that is achieved of- 
fers growth and healing for fu- 
ture generations. 

But Hospice care doesn’t 
end when the patient dies. 
Federal law mandates that be- 
reavement programs be made 
available at no cost to the pa- 
tient's family following the 
loss. Recognizing the impor- 
tance of such programs, we of- 
fer an extensive variety of 
bereavement groups for peo- 
ple of all ages, because people 
of different ages grieve differ- 
ently. 

Hospice is available to any- 
one who has a life-threatening 
illness and consents to pallia- 
tive care. Hospice is a fully 
covered benefit of both Medi- 
care and Medicaid here in 
Michigan. Additionally, many 
privatte insurance plans have 
a hospice benefit. You don’t 
have to be rich to receive care. 

There are over 1.400 hospice 
organizations in the United 
States. Most are small, not-for- 
profit, community based agen- 
cies. Families who have re- 
ceived Hospice care usually 
become ardent supporters af- 
ter their experience with It. 
They know that a loved one 
needn't suffer nor be led to be- 
live that suicide is their only 
option. In fact, we often hear 
the same thing from many of 
our families: “We wish we’d 
known about your services 
sooner."

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Edison plans $75 million energy conservation program

Picking apples is how Jos- 
eph Welch likes to describe 
the Detroit Edison home and 
commercial energy- 
management practices that 
have existed since 1903 when 
the utility was founded. 

“We’ve plucked the low- 
hanging fruit from day one,” 
said Welch, Detroit Edison di- 
rector of marketing issues. 
“Now we’re going up the tree 
for the harder to reach fruit, or 
other types of demand-side 
management (DSM/energy con- 
servation or management). 
The whole electric business is 
in for some major restructur- 
ing over the next five to 10 
years.” 

At first blush it appears De- 
troit Edison officials are gath- 
ering apples by the bushel 
from a low-hanging money tree 
after plans for a $75-million 
energy program were an- 
nounced recently. The project, 
if approved by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission, 
(MPSC) during current rate re- 
view hearings in Lansing (ex- 
pected to last two years), will 
“encourage conservation and 
more efficient use of electric- 
ity through energy audits, re- 
bates, special off-peak usage 
rates, incentives and custom- 
designed programs,” accord- 
ing to information released by 
Detroit Edison public rela- 
tions officials. 

Within the next five years, 
Welch added, the utility plans 
to spend nearly one percent 
yearly of annual gross revenue 
(some $3.5 billion in 1991) on 
DSM programs such as: 

• Rebates to home cus- 
tomers for purchasing many 
large-ticket energy- efficient 
appliances (refrigerators, air- 
conditioners, insulated water 
heaters, furnaces, etc.) and 
low-cost lighting (primarily so- 
dium fixtures and low-watt 
bulbs). 

• Special rates to encourage 
off-peak electricity use. 

• Incentives (cash or re- 
bates) to build energy-efficient 
homes. 

Commercial customers also 
will be provided rebates on re- 
placement lighting, air condi- 
tioning, refrigeration and cool- 
storage systems, plus conduct 
energy audits designed to 
“help customers determine 
the most cost effective ways to 
manage energy use,” ie: saving 
money. The utility also offers 
substantial commercial dis- 
counts by interrupting power, 
the so-called R-10 rate, during 
peak-use periods. 

“And all at the lowest possi- 
ble price and without inter- 
rupting lifestyles,” Welch 
added. 

Some critics suggest, how- 
ever, that Detroit Edison offi- 
cials are deliberately wasting 
more energy and money than a 
wheezy old furnace promoting 
the million-dollar-energy pro- 
gram and are dancing lightly 
around the topic of a total com- 
mitment to energy manage- 
ment and thereby cutting 
electric bills. 

“The funding Edison is talk- 
ing about is grossly inade- 
quate,” said Geoffrey Crandall. 
“Compared to other much 


more aggressive companies, 
$75 million is just a fraction of 
the amount they should be 
spending and, I would add, al- 
most cynical. It’s ridiculous. I 
don’t see any real leadership 
or concrete programs at Edi- 
son and they may be just 
placating the (Michigan) pub- 
lic service commission be- 
cause of unusually high profits 
(reportedly 20 percent) over 
the last five years." 

Crandall is a former MPSC 
industrial conservation direc- 
tor currently serving as a con- 
sultant with MSB Energy 
Associates, DSM professio- 
nals, based in Madison, Wise. 
Crandall has testified before a 
U.S. House committee on sci- 
ence, space and technology 
and a number of state utility 
commissions on topics primar- 
ily concerning industrial en- 
ergy management programs 
from New England to Califor- 
nia. He also served as a MPSC 
witness through Consumers 
Power rate hearings in 1991 in 
which the Jackson-based util- 
ity was ordered to ante up 
some $165-million for energy- 
reduction programs within the 
next three years in the 61 
Michigan counties served by 
the company. 

“Michigan utilities overall 
are rated at or near the bottom 
of all 50 states,” Crandall ad- 
ded. “But at least Consumers 
has offered significant change 
and has switched into a far 
more aggressive mode in DSM. 
I’m impressed with their 
plans.” 

Ted Flanigan, a director of 
the Results Center, an Aspen- 
based organization tracking 
American utility companies, 
said the Midwest in general 
lags behind many conscien- 
tious energy producers. 

“You really have to go to the 
coasts,” Flanigan said. “The 
more aggressive companies 
are setting aside 5 percent (of 
gross revenues) as a 
benchmark for good energy- 
management programs. Typ- 
ically most Midwest firms are 
coming in at under one per- 
cent, where PG and E (Pacific 
Gas and Electric in California) 
and New England (New Eng- 
land Electric System) come in 
substantially higher, and 
what’s more,j:all for spending 
even higher percentages of 
revenue on major energy re- 
duction programs into the next 
century. I personally don’t 
think (Detroit) Edison is being 
a leader. 

“We try to get people to 
think of demand-side, or en- 
ergy management,” Flanigan 
added, “as the consumer side 
of the electric meter.” 

Hard-core cynics go as far as 
suggesting that Edison man- 
agement is not concerned 
whatsoever with energy con- 
servation practices, but rather 
with creating more demand for 


electric power, or ramping up, 
and adding surplus notches to 
the old bedpost (ie: dividends- 
corporate ladder). 

James Kaul and Steven 
Kihm are co-authors of Fuel 
Switching-Why Should Be Done, 
Why It Isn’t Done and Ways Reg- 
ulators Can Address It, a docu- 
ment outlining fuel switching 
practices (from electricity to 
natural gas) as a DSM option. 
Both have served as public ser- 
vice commissioners and utility 
industry analysts. Their 
studies contend clear evi- 


dence is available that shows 
little impact on investors (a 
primary Detroit Edison con- 
cern) by modifying energy 
management, cutting coal and 
nuclear usage and essentially 
moving into the modern age. 
Why? 

Both men said many utility 
managers, “do not know that 
sales growth and investor re- 
turns are unrelated. Most man- 
agers are engineers by 
training, (as is Welch) not fi- 
nancial analysts. Instead, 
many have simply accepted 
the intuitively-appealing, but 
incorrect, assumption that 
sales growth is good for inves- 
tors. Corporate cultures tend 
to reinforce this incorrect 
‘growth is good’ philosophy. 

“In fact,” the Kaul/Kihm re- 
port added, “if increases in de- 
mand mean that new capacity 
(ie: staggering investment with 
stockholder dividends) has to 
be added, that very well could 


be negative signs.” 

Welch invited Kaul, Kihm 
and Crandall to check the De- 
troit Edison record. Hundreds 
of millions in cost overruns at 
the Monroe nuclear plant liter- 
ally forced the utility to reduce 
growth and talk seriously 
about implementing energy- 
management programs. 

“We’ve aggressively re- 
organized Edison over the last 
couple of years,” Welch said. 
“We renegotiated fuel con- 
tracts and our employee count 
is down 1,000. We’re not fore- 
casting a need for new capac- 
ity through the end of the 
century.” 

Welch candidly admitted 
Michigan industry, primarily 
auto manufacturers, face cru- 
cial decisions concerning 
plant conversions to more 
energy-efficient machinery, in- 
sulation and lighting. 

"As straight as I can be,” he 
said, “these people (industry) 


are being asked to pay the (en- 
ergy conversion) tab so society 
benefits. When they close Wil- 
low Run nobody listens. Are 
we going to ask GM to screw in 
some light bulbs to pay for all 
this? Sure we need progres- 
sive programs and proven al- 
ternative sources of energy, 
but we can’t afford to disrupt 
the financial equilibrium on 
the backs of these struggling 
companies. The suggestion 
that Edison (under the direc- 
tion of CEO John Lobbia) is not 
staying on the high road is 
crazy. I invite anyone to sit 
down and discover that we are 
sauare shooters.” 

Sue Pemberton, a resource 
specialist with the Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs in 
Lansing, said the lack of con- 
crete Detroit Edison energy 
programs and citizen involve- 
ment has left her with the taste 
of sour green apples.

His handsome face and famous hairless head have been recognized by children 
and adults of all ages for more than 29 years. 

The unique style and command of the basketball can describe no other player 
than Curly Neal. 

Born Frederic Douglas Neal, this famous Harlem Globetrotter has traveled one 
million miles to 97 countries and played in more than 6,000 basketball games. 

Neal is an expert in dribbling and shooting. He has made special appearances for 
former presidents Jimmy Carter and Gerald Ford as well as Pope Paul, Pope John 
and Pope Pius. 

The 6 foot, 1 inch 175-pound player never shot less than 50 percent from the floor. 

Although Neal no longer plays with the Harlem Globetrotters, he continues to 
represent the team as the national spokesperson. 

Fame began for Neal when he was growing up in Greensboro, N.C. At age 12 he 
decided to create his own identity by shaving his head. It was also at this time he 
started playing basketball. 

“Baseball was actually my first love,” Neal said. “I started playing basketball late 
at the age of 12.

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Communities unite in 
opposition to new 
waste disposal plan

Concern about a proposed 
hazardous waste facility in 
nearby Washtenaw County has 
prompted officials in Be- 
lleville, Van Buren Township 
and Sumpter Township to 
adopt resolutions opposing the 
siting. 

Envotech Inc. has proposed 
to build a landfill, incinerator 
and injection well at a 400-acre 
site in Augusta Township. The 
property is located 10 miles 
south of Ypsilanti and six 
miles southwest of Willis, di- 
rectly adjacent to the Milan 
Federal Penitentiary. 

The latest resolution was 
adopted by Belleville last 
week. 

“I’ve heard about their 
plans for injection wells, and 
they are scary,” said Belleville 
Mayor Glenn Silvenis. "There’s 
been a lot of positive publicity 
about the project, but I don’t 
think we should be fooled by 
it” 

Belleville Councilman An- 
thony Talaga said he is con- 
cerned about trucks 
transporting hazardous mate- 
rials along local roads if the 
project is approved. 

David Jacokes, supervisor 
of Van Buren Township, also 
expressed concern about the 
injection wells would place 
the hazardous materials far

below the land surface, anu 
possibly affect the natural 
ground water supply. 

Van Buren Township Envi- 
ronmental Manager Ray Striz 
opposes the facility because of 
the possibility of airborne par- 
ticulates escaping from the in- 
cinerator. 

Envotech is seeking to con- 
struct the hazardous waste 
complex on a 400- acre parcel, 
which is part of 1,600 acres of 
land in Augusta Township 
owned by the firm. 

The proposed landfill site 
has been mapped as a "fragile 
lands area” unsuitable for any 
type of materials by the Haz- 
ardous Waste Disposal Sub- 
committee of the Washtenaw 
Board of Commissioners. The 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and Washtenaw 
County have voice disapproval 
of the land disposal of toxic 
wastes. 


Every body 
looking forward 
to new morgue

Cold and nearly frozen stiff, 
several officials shoveled dirt 
Wednesday for ground break- 
ing ceremonies at the new 
Wayne County medical exam- 
iner’s office. 

No one, of corpse, is more re- 
lieved than the man running 
the 40- member department 

"We are working in a small, 
filthy building in total disre- 
pair,” Dr. Bader Cassin said 
Friday. “So yes, we're de- 
lighted to be recognized and 
get the facilities we so desper- 
ately need.” 

The medical examiner’s of- 
fice services all of Wayne 
County, where approximately 
20,000 people died last year. 
The old county morgue at 
Brush and Lafayette was built 
in 1924. 

Cassin, the chief county 
medical examiner since 1988 
and a 20-year pathology vet- 
eran, said the new $14.5- 
million-medical building, lo- 
cated near the Wavne State 


University campus ofF Warren 
Avenue, will house 47,000- 
square-feet of modern office 
and laboratory equipment to 
aid six physicians in perform- 
ing some 3.500 autopsies each 
year, or about 450 each. Only 
deaths of suspicious, violent or 
unnatural causes are investi- 
gated and the decision to con- 
duct an autopsy rests with the 
doctor. 

Medical examiners also in- 
spect death scenes, interview 
parents of deceased children, 
talk with doctors concerning a 
victim’s “last hours” and tes- 
tify in court, often in homicide 
cases. Wayne County, Cassin 
added, remains one of the 
busiest morgues in the coun- 
try. 

"Our job is to accurately 
certify a death and the manner 
in which that person died,” 
Cassin said. "That’s tough work 
in Detroit” 

Also transferred to the new 
site in 1995 will be department 
“artifacts” collected over the 
years, including a variety of 
murder weapons

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Discovery of reading dysfunction may save students

For 15 years Scott Larson 
repeatedly told teachers, 
school aides and his parents 
that reading made him physi- 
cally ill and tired. He often fell 
asleep at his desk and suffered 
severe headaches. His grades 
faltered and eventually he 
stopped believing in himself, 
quit high school and nearly ru- 
ined his life. Still, no one lis- 
tened. 

“You start out with a list of 
problems,” Scott’s father, 
Steve, said recently, “like ‘you 
don’t work hard enough,’ or 
‘you’re lazy and not motivated.’ 
Pretty soon it looks like the 
problem is with your child 
when you reach the bottom of 
the excuse list. Maybe you 
have a bad kid. The tragedy 
w'as that Scott was telling the 
truth.” 

What the Larsons discov- 
ered three years ago shocked 
the family; Scott, now 18, was 
afflicted with Scotopic Sensi- 
tivity Syndrome (SSS), a neuro- 
logical dysfunction causing 
written words to literally move 
and swim on the page, blur, or 
washout like a cheap type- 
writer using wet paper. Basic 
reading turns into an extreme 
effort, like it did for Scott until 
he found help. 

“I still kick myself for not 
listening to my son.” Larson, a 


Ford Motor Co. executive and 
former Canton Township 
board trustee, said. “He’ll 
never be the same as some 
other kids, he still doesn’t like 
to read, but he’s done excep- 
tionally well catching up and 
I’m very proud of where he’s 

at ” 

Helen Irlen, head of the 
adult learning disability pro- 
gram at California State Uni- 
versity when she identified 
SSS in 1981, said the discovery 
was almost accidental during a 
federal project to learn why 
certain adults continue to have 
reading difficulties past high 
school. 

“We learned there was an 
undiscovered type of reading 
problem,” Irlen said during a 
recent telephone interview 
from her California office. 
“Many of the adults we studied 
reported that it was physically 
painflil to read. We knew that 
many children complained of 
similar problems, but we’ve 
dismissed those complaints 
because they were kids. Now 
adults were telling us the same 
thing. It was fascinating.” 

What Irlen learned was that 
many readers in the study 
group skipped lines or words, 
constantly reread sentences 
and took short breaks after 
only a few minutes reading. 
Questioning the readers Irlen 
learned some startling facts.

“Rather than telling them they 
had a reading problem, like we 
do with children, for once we 
listened.” 

Several members of the Cal- 
ifornia study group, Irlen said, 
were further tested by doctors 
and treated with medication, 
but to no avail. In 1983, explor- 
ing the theory of a dominant 
eye causing the dysfunction, 



irlen used colored plastic 
overlay sheets to test a 35- 
year-old woman involved in 
the study. 

“The second I laid the (plas- 
tic) sheet down,” Irlen said, 
“the page stopped moving. It 
was dramatic. A problem so se- 
vere, that caused people to 
give up complete parts of their 
lives, was changed forever 
with something as simple as 
color. It was a powerful, potent 
experience.” 


Scott Larson, it was learned, 
was diagnosed with a severe 
form of SSS. When he looked 
at the page of book he could 
focus on two or three words 
and everything around the 
words swirled like a hurricane 
around the eye. In order to 
complete a sentence he moved 
his eyes along, using his finger, 
one word at a time. In was no 
wonder Scott tired after just a 
few minutes reading. But the 
tension at home and school 
had taken a toll on an other- 
wise bright boy, his father said. 

“The day I brought Scott 
home from testing,” Steve Lar- 
son said, “and we learned that 
he is severely scotopic, my 
wife asked how the testing 
went. Scott held a sheet of pa- 
per in front of her face and, 
moving the paper up and 
down, said something like ‘ev- 
erything went great, mom,’ and 
he walked out of the room.” 

Steve Larson today is one of 
only a handful in Michigan 
trained to test for SSS. He sug- 
gests parents check their chil- 
dren for squinting, eye 
rubbing, unusual headaches, 


rereading and a variety of 
other reading habits not con- 
sidered normal. 

Irlen suggests that some 46 
percent of school children suf- 
fer from SSS and roughly 12 
percent of the general adult 
population. 

“School districts are picking 
up slowly on the training," she 
said. “We’re still getting some 
mixed reactions. It sounds too 
easy to lay a sheet of red paper 
(or any color-each SSS person 
varies) down. But the color is 
simply a filter to the brain and 
not some miracle cure.” 

Irlen added that SSS is pro- 
ving to run in families and fu- 
ture research showing how the 
brain actually works is the 
next step in her studies. 

Steve Larson also said cer- 
tain lighting is seen as playing 
a role in the reading dysfunc- 
tion. 

“If there’s one thing I’ve 
learned,” Larson said, “don’t 
always assume people see 
things the way you do.”

But those plush, plastic, battery- 
operated joys can sometimes be 
dangerous.

• Buy for your child's age. 

When purchasing toys for 
children, the most important 
thing to remember is to buy 
toys appropriate for your 
child’s age. Toys that are 
perfectly safe for an older child 
can be dangerous in the hands 
of an infant or toddler. 

• Ask questions. Don’t hesitate 
to ask questions when buying 
toys for your kids.

Operating a snowmobile af- 
ter drinking alcohol and driv- 
ing at reckless speeds are two 
of the most dangerous prac- 
tices for a snowmobiler, ac- 
cording to Basch. 

Safety tips for a safer snow- 
mobile season include; 

• Always wear a helmet. 

• Don’t snowmobile alone in 
frigid weather or in wilderness 
areas. 

• Carry a first-aid kit, com- 
pass, map, matches, an alumi- 
num foil type blanket, snacks, 
tool kit, rope and extra igni- 
tion key. 

• Dress in warm clothing, se- 
cured so that it won’t tangle in 
equipment. 

• Stay on marked trails or, 
where allowed, on the right 
shoulder of the road. Be alert 
for fences, tree stumps and 
stretched wire that may be 
concealed by snow. 

• Do not snowmobile on wa- 
ters where the ice is not at 
least a solid 6-inches thick. 

Because snowmobile theft

3000GT defines luxury and performance

A hulking aggressive look 
coupled with potent power 
and surprising luxury mark 
the 1993 Mitsubishi 3000GT. 

Aerodynamically pleasing 
outside, 3000GT is accentuated 
this year with a novel rear- 
deck spoiler that moves ac- 
cording to the speed of the car 
and the airflow passing 
through. Be prepared: the first 
time the spoiler actually moves 
your heart will stop. 

The distinctive low slung 
front end was designed with- 
out compromising suspension 
and ride through the use of 
hood pods that allow clear- 
ance for struts. The pods actu- 
ally add to the beefy look of 
the vehicle which is further 
enhanced by the fat 16 inch ra- 


dials mounted on attractive al- 
loy wheels. Headlights are the 
flip-up style (a la Toyota), a 
slight drawback compared to 
the sportier 300ZX with sta- 
tionary illumination. 

VR-4, the company top gun 
all-wheel drive 3000GT. is am- 
ply powered with the 300- 
horsepower twin-turbo, 24- 
valve V-6. “Ample” means ac- 
ceptable passing and accelera- 
tion, not the tire-ripping 
torque of 300ZX. But then 
again “ample” is what most 
drivers are looking for in a 
$30,000 vehicle, not the police 
and insurance rate Hall-of- 
Fame. 

The vehicle did make a no- 
ticeable clunking sound shift- 
ing down into second with the 
tested five-speed manual 
transmission. Again, 3000GT is 
obviously not designed for 180 
mph speeds, but more in line 


Winter travelers warned 


Snow flurries are heralding 
the start of the winter season, 
and with it the beginning of po- 
tential hazards and dangers. 

Along with the beauty of the 
snowfalls comes hazards for 
motorists, according to Van 
Buren Township Public Safety 
Director Mark Perkins. 

“To be prepared for winter 
driving, motorists should have 
emergency supplies in their 
vehicles,” Perkins said. “Cars 
should be equipped with a 
shovel, scraper, jumper cables, 
flashlight, tow chain, gloves 
and a container of sand. Motor- 
ists should also^tore a blanket 
in their cars in the event that 
they are stranded in their vehi- 
cles for a long period of time 
awaiting aid.” 


When a winter storm watch 
is issued, tune into the local 
radio, cable or television sta- 
tions for updates, Perkins ad- 
vises. 

“Avoid travelling by car in a 
storm, but if you must, have 
emergency supplies in the 
truck. Also keep your gas tank 
full for emergency use and to 
keep the fuel line from freez- 
ing,” the public safety director 
said. “If you do get stuck, stay 
with your vehicle. Do not try to 
walk to safety. Tie a brightly 
colored cloth to the antenna 
for rescuers to see. Start the 
car and use the heater for 
about 10 minutes every hour. 
Keep the exhaust pipe clear so 
that fumes won’t back up into 
the car, and keep one window 
slightly open to let in air.”

Inside, as with most Mit- 
subishi products, engineers 
have done an excellent job of 
creating a driver’s environ- 
ment. Instrument clusters are 
bright and logically positioned 
for quick access and an easy 
read. Many drivers, however, 
may still not like fooling with 
blinking and beeping heat and 
cooling gauges that require too 


much time and frustration. But 
this is the 90s. Right? 

Other technological odd- 
ities include the Active Aero 
System designed to enhance 
traction and the Active Exhaust 
which permits drivers to lower 
interior noise at speeds below 
3,000 rpm. Available in two 
new colors, the 1993 3000GT is 
that much closer to realizing 
the ultimate personal sport ve- 
hicle at a competitive price.
